The 
Standard Oil Company represented an 
organization made in all the phases 
of illegality-and criminality- necessary 
to™.-establish a monopoly at a time 
when- they did 'riot feel the necessity 
for concealing their methods or their 
motives. .The tobaqco trust repre- 
sented an organization made in antici- 
pation of the operation of the law, 
helped out by the advice of cunning 
lawyers in order to avoid its opera- 
tion. But against them both the de- 
cree of the supreme court had been 
pronounced." 


SEES PROSPERITY AHEAD. 


Mr. Taft,. said it was unfortunate 
that the . country had gotten into a 
condition that,required a remedy like 
this. A remedy of any evil, he added, 
was bound' to produce, for a time, not 
business . disaster,. but a difficult sit- 
uation that might make business slow.

understands that it is to be enforced, 
then we may reach a solution that 
will enable the business community 
to settle down on a proper and legiti- 
mate basis. I hope that time is near 
at hand when we will get together 
for prosperity..- We must-eliminate• 
so far as we can, this desire to attack 
wealth earned by thrift and gathered 
together by foresight, attention and 
industry: because that is to set up a 
feeling that; bodes no good " for 'the 
result. When a man.attempts that he 
ought to be marked by the patriots 
of the country who'understand that 
he is attempting to use some disaster 
to 'fhe country to benefit himself.. 
"I believe we are going on to a 
greater future. -If we haa allowed 
these combinations to go on and de- 
velop, the" only . remedy would have 
been to change by force the power 
thus concentrated in the hands of a 
few individuals to .the State, and then 
we should have had State socialism.

Roosevelt and the Panama Matter, 


Former President Roosevelt's defense of the Caesarian operation 


by-which the so-called republic of Panama was brought into exist- 
ence overnight would be more dignified and convincing if it did not 
so strongly carry the accent of boast and bravado. It would be 
more impressive also if Mr. Roosevelt had not previously denied 
what he now exulting'Iy declares to be true. Mr. Roosevelt has 
never been blamed by any considerable body of the American peo- 
ple for the measures, irregular though they were, taken to clear away 
the obstacles to the construction of the Panama canal. Criticism has 
been mainly directed at the impudent denials of how the so-called 
Panama revolution -came to take place and why'it came to take 
place and at the foolish effort to make the public believe that a re- 
bellion suddenly and naturally occurred at the psyschological mo- 
ment, to give the United States an opportunity to deal with a new. 
government in regard to the canal. 


Every person of sense recognized that the Panama revolution 


was an artificial contrivance devised for the special purpose of. 
eliminating Colombia from the canal controversy and of giving the 
United States a free rein on the isthmus. 
Certain predatory states- 


men in. Colombia saw in the" transfer of the Panama concession a 
glorious opportunity to blackmail the United States. They aroused 
the cupidity of their countrymen, excited the prejudices of the igno- 
rant and the jealousy of the suspicious, and had got matters so in- 
volved and confused that the canal enterprise promised to be de- 
layed indefinitely unl-ess the United States would consent to pay an 
extortionate price for a new concession and agree to impossible 
terms.

At this critical juncture the Panama republic was born one'night 


without the customary preliminaries. Persons interested in'the sale 
of the French concession assisted at the accouchment and a force of 
United States marines went ashore to see that the birth of a new 
nation should not be arrested or-disturbed. Uncle Sam immediately 
took upon himself the duties of wet nurse and the office of guardian 
and protector to the puny youngster. 


Of course nobody believes all this happened naturally, that, the 


republic of Panama "jest growed," like Topsy, and it was patent 
to all the world that Panama could neither assert nor maintain her 
independence without the aid of the United States. That this aid 
was promised in advance of the revolution can hardly be doubted. 
That it was provided with almost indecent haste is a matter of pub- 
lic knowledge. A treaty establishing an American protectorate 
over the isthmian republic was ente/ed " into' with extraordinary 
celerity. That the terms of the canal concession embodied-in, this 
treaty were entirely satisfactory to the United States is not sur- 
prising. They were so liberal in the financial'sense to Panama,'as 
to be highly honorable to Mr. Roosevelt's administration. ., 
v 


It was thus that the United States gained the right to go ahead 


with the construction of the cajial. But Mr.-Roosevelt makes an al- 
together unwarranted assumption in saying that the' canal would 
not now be in course of construction if he had not acted as he did. 
A dog may be killed without choking him to death with butter. The 
canal matter would have been adjusted .in some way had not a rag- 
time revolution been improvised to create a Jim Crow republic on 
the isthmus. Mr. Roosevelt assumes too much. The canal .would 
have been dug, anyhow—if not at Panama, then at Nicaragua. Mat- 
ters would have been arranged with Colombia somehow, in all prob- 
ability.

He had forced the abandonment of the Nicaragua scheme 
and the purchase of the French concession at Panama, and he would 
have been severely criticized had the completion of that project 
been indefinitely delayed. He would have been blamed for involv- 
ing the canal enterprise in unnecessary difficulties, and while he 
acted as he did to expedite the building of the canal he was also 
under an imperative necessity to vindicate the course of action that 
led up to the empasse which threatened to block his Panama scheme. 
Mr. Roosevelt had himself to vindicate. That is why he cut off the 
dog's tail and declared it to "be a whole and entirely new dog.; 


But the United States would have dug an interoceanic canal if 


Mr. Roosevelt had never been born. The war with Spain made-its 
speedy construction inevitable. 
Mr. Roosevelt got things mixed 


and was compelled to resort to extraordinary expedients to get them 
Straightened out.

Th.e Italian warships stood off at a safe dis- 
tance and knocked the Turkish forts and batteries to pieces at their 
leisure. They took no chances, exposed themselves to no danger. 
The Turks kept up a vigorous fire in-response, but all of their shells 
fell short. Their fortifications were battered down by a foe entirely 
out of range of their guns. The Italians did not even have to use 
their heaviest guns.

It is this disparity in efficiency that compels the Turkish war- 


ships to seek shelter behind the .torpedoes.and submarine mines in 
the Dardanelles.' With swifter ships and guns of rriuch'longerra'nge 
the Italians could destroy the Turkish navy without exposing them- 
selves to serious danger. .It is superiority in steaming.power and 
gun range that counts in modern naval warfare..'; In -this 'particular 
the Turks are hopelessly overmatched. They cannot defend .them- 
selves nor hurt their enemy. 
, 


The Italians have one. battleship that is more than a match for 


the whole Turkish navy in the open sea. " She could sink every ship 
the Sultan has without letting the Turks get close enough to make 
their, guns effective. 
This ship carries twelve 12-inch- high power 


rifles, capable of piercing eight-inch armor at 17,000 yards. 
The 


Turks have not a ship that can fight effectively at 10,000 yards. In 
ships, guns, gunners and general equipment Turkey is 'altogether 
outclassed.

Is Threatened. 


LA CHOSSE, Wig., Oct 8.—Breaks hava 


occurred in both upper and lower dams 
of the La Crosse Water Power Company 
at Hatfleld on the Black River, alxty 
miles northeast of here; the five million 
dollar property of this company is men- 
aced and a. largo district, including tha 
city of Black River Falls, is under water. 
A great district in the Black river valley 
also is submerged. 


Breaks in the dams followed after a 


week's rain, which filled the reservoirs to 
an unprecedented height Early today the 
water broke through the embankment at 
the wes!. side of Oie upper dam and be- 
fore noon a break occurred on the west 
sids of the lower, or main darn. 


At noon the telephone operator at Black 


River Falls, a city of 2000 people, re- 
ported to headquarters here that water 
was surrounding the telephone building, 
that people were moving out of houses in 
the lower part of town and that it was 
dangerous to remain longer. Thereafter 
It was impossible to raise Black River 
Falls on either telephone line connecting 
It with La Crosse. 


RELIEF PARTIES ORGANIZED.

among the farmers, warning them to take 
to the highlands and preparations are be- 
ing made to combat the higher waters 
expected tonight among the small vll-

the west end 'of the Hatfleld main power 
dam and sending water to a depth of 11 
feet over the top, struck and tore away 
the bridge at Black River Falls' today.
